Dear Alumni: 

These are very crucial years! It would be a supreme disaster if education 
should fail in this time of crisis. There are those who feel that little or no money 
srhQuid be spent for education at the very time that the country needs education 
the most. 

Small colleges often make the greatest contributions to scientific and 
social progress. Drs. Bohr, Uhrie, Fermi, and Oppenheimer all received their 
stimuli and early preparations In small colleges, and they had more to do than 
any other persons with the development of the atomic bomb. The atomic bomb 
has frightened Russia so that Communism has failed to make great progress in 
the last few years. 

Our own alumnus, the late Roy Chestnut, probably had as much to do as 
anyone else with the developing of radar which saved England from German 
bombing and preserved that area for land base aircraft which permitted the 
United States to bomb Germany into submission in World War II. Hundreds of 
other a I umni of this institution have made great contributions to the defense and 
improvement of American life, even though they may not have been quite as 
spectacular as that of the late Roy Chestnut.

As Northwestern marches on through 
its 53rcl year of serving the people of 
Northwest Oklahoma and surrounding 
territories, you Alumni are, of course, 
ihterested in the recent improvements 
that have been made on the campus 
of your Alma Mater. 

Waterproofing, Reroofing, and Decora- 
tion of Three Major N.S.C. Buildings 

Waterproofing was the first of a num- 
ber of repair and modernization jobs 
to be completed at the College as a part 
of the $125,000.00 project under the $36 
million bond issue. The buildings which 
were waterproofed are Jesse Dunn Hall, 
Science Annex, the. connecting corridor 
between the two buildings, and the Hor- 
ace Mann Building. The new mortar- 
pointing to waterproof these buildings 
will help to presei^ve them for many 
years. 

At present, new twenty year bonded 
built-up roofs are being put on these 
same buildings, and extensive interior 
redecorating fs^ in progress. 

Paving of Eighth Street 

Eighth Street on the west front of the 
Northwestern State College campus has 
been paved recently. The paving of this 
Street solved a drainage problem and 
gave the College campus a new side- 
walk with a retaining wall reinforced 
with steel to prevent erosion onto the 
street. 

In place of a large ditch and impass- 
able street. Northwestern students and 
visitors to' the campus now have a paved 

street with three steps leading onto the 
campus in front of Vinson Hall, boys' dor- 
mitory. The completion of this project 
gave Northwestern one of the prettiest 
campuses of any college in the state^ 

Smokestack Underwent Repairs 

A contract for $2,891.00 was let last 
summer for repointing and repairing the 
smokestack on the campus. The chimney 
seems to draw much better than form- 
erly, and the heating plarvt shows a high- 
ff fffifiency r^tf thgit NfQft. 



Modernization of Warehouse 

The State Board of Regents of the 
Oklahoma Colleges let a contract for 
$16,735.00 for the modernization and 
repair of the warehouse on the campus 
of Northwestern. The modernization pro- 
gram includes the installation of a heat- 
ing system, a new roof, an outside ve- 
neer of face tile, and other improve- 
ments, thereby making o permonent 
building out of the warehouse that was 
placed on the campus as a temporary 
structure several years ago. 

New Equipment for Business 
Education Department 

The Business Department of North- 
western State College is adequately 
equipped with business machines. There 
is probably fifteen thousand dollars 
worth, of them in the Department. The 
most recent addition to the Department 
is an electric typewriter. It seems im- 
portant for students to become acquaint- 
ed with this type of machine since more 
and more of them are coming into use 
In offices. 

This electric typewriter has proportion- * 
ate spacing with several opportunities 
for expanding and contracting the words, 
so that it is possible to have a straight ^ 
right margin. This is more difficult with 
the old-fashioned typewriters. Further- 
more, through a controlled impression 
gauge, it is possible to make as many as 
twelve or more carbon copies at one 
time. 

This Department has this year chang- 
ed the plan for the Dictaphone equip- 
ment. The out-of-date machines hove 
been sold and new machines renled. 
This plan makes It possible for the De- 
partment to always have the (Idti^t 
equipment for the instruction of stu- 
dents, because each year the sellers of 
these business machines will replace the 
out-of-date mochlnes with new ones.

Growth and Expansion of Library 

New double-faced steel shelving, six 
tiers high, has been installed in the 
Northwestern State College library, mak- 

. ing room for an estimated 6,500 new 

' books. 

The shelving was placed in the avail- 
able space in the present library and in 
what was formerly Room 111 of Jesse 
Dunn Hall. The new library space will 
be used to house government docu- 
ments and reference books. 

About 450 new books have been add- 
ed to the library. The books cover various 
fields, including philosophy and psychol- 
ogy, religion, geography, travel, social 
science, etc. Biographies and books of 
fiction were also added. Some of the 
new books are "Out of My Later Years" 
and "Atoms of Thought" by Santayana, 
"Sunlit Field" by Kennedy, "The Bizerre 
Sisters'' bv Walz, and "\ Hear You Calling 
tAe" by McCormick. 

N»S*C. Purchases Pianos and 
Band Instruments 

The College purchased ten new Ham- 
ilton upright pianos for the use of the 
Music Department and two Steinway 
grands, one for use in Herod Hall Audi- 
torium and one for the piano instructor's 
studio. Two thousand dollars worth of 
new bond instruments were purchased 
to replace instruments that were over 1 5 
years old. 

The Music Department was moved 
from Herod Hall to a new home in the 
Fine Arts Building, where soacious class- 
rooms and numerous practice rooms are 
available. On the second floor of the 
building is located the vocal music de- 
partment, and there is also a large stor- 
age room for band instruments. The third 
floor is devoted to the instrumental and 
piano departments. There are three in- 
strumental practice rooms and seven 
piano practice rooms. Connecting the 
east and west sides of the third floor is 
a large auditorium where choir and 
band rehearsals are held. 

The Fine Arts Building was called 
Science Hall in years gone by but has 
been rebuilt and redecorated in recent 
yeprs* Also housed in the building is the 
Speech Department, the Veterans Ad- 
visor's office, and classrooms for stu- 
dents of the College gnd Horace M^HP?

Con good old Father Time be persuad- 
ed to turn back the hands of the big clock 
half a century? One would almost be 
convinced that such could be done when 
last July a group of Northwestern Alum- 
ni of approximately fifty years ago gath- 
ered in Wrightswood Park, California, 
and organized a California Auxiliary of 
Alva's Northwestern College. 

Such an organization had been dream- 
ed of for several years but plans did 
not materialize until Robert Austin and 
Van Lee Hood, T903 graduates of North- 
western and now prominent lawyers of 
Los Angeles, took over the plans and 
carried them through. 

Wrightswood Park is owned by Meth- 
odist Churches of Los Angeles and is lo- 
cated about 150 miles from Los Angeles 
among the tall pines (some 150 feet 
tall). Van Lee, being an official of the 
Methodist Church, was able to get the 
use of the Park facilities for three days 
—three days "never to be forgotten'' and 
filled to the brim with "reliving the days 
of the last half century" by evening ex- 
temporaneous programs, singing the old 
college songs, and reminiscing. 
^ Good old Father Time apparently has 



been kind to most of our early graduates 
—many dreams have been realized— re- 
verses met and conquered and forgot- 
ten. But for these three days all was hap- . 
piness. Diversified professions and var- =' 
ious financial status were unimportant 
In this assemblage of friends from afar 
and dating back so many years. Mosf* 
of those present had taken later courses 
in colleges or universities, but all were 
firm in acclaiming those early days in 
Pioneer Oklahoma and Northwestern 
were the best of all. 

Before breaking camp, a shrine was 
erected in an opening surrounded by tall 
pines. Seats and an altar were built of 
stone and timber, and a plaque bearing 
the name "Calif. Auxiliary of Northwest- 
ern" was placed in the Shrine. This little 
plot now belongs to the organization, 
and here a meeting of the organization 
will be held each summer. Already plans 
are in the making for the gathering, and 
letters are coming in asking for informa- 
tion. The meeting will be held in July, 
and a crowd twice as large as last year's 
H expected.
